REPORT 


OF THE 


SELECTMEN FOR 1902-1903. 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The Selectmen of Millbury hereby respectfully submit 
their report for the year ending February 20th 1903. 


HIGHWAYS. 


At the March meeting the voters of the town elected for 
the first time a Highway surveyer by ballot and thereby 
placed the sole supervision and control of their streets and 
highways with him. 

At an adjourned town meeting held April 17 the town ap. 
propiated the sum of $1500 in addition to the regular appro-. 
priation to be expended for the purehase of crushed roek and 
the hiring of a steam roller. 

The choice of a location for the building of this macadam 
road was left to the surveyer and we refer to his report for 
the reasons which prompted his selection of location and the 
results obtained. 

The many dangerous places along our highways especially 
in the lesser traveled seetions prompted the requests for an

appropriation of $250 for fences at the adjourned meeting Apr. 
17 which was granted. This sum has been expended but there 
still exist many unsafe sections where protection against ac-. 
cidents to teams are required and for that purpose we recco- 
mend the appropriation this year of $300. 


STATE HIGHWAYS. 


The allotment to our town of a section of state highway 
on Grafton and Worcester road by the state Highway Com- 
missioners was received the pastsummer. By vote of the 
town at a meeting called for that purpose it was voted that 
the selectmen contract with the state for the building of the 
same, and in accordance with such vote said contract was 
duly entered into. The selectmen did not deem it wise or ex- 
pedient to assume direct charge of the building of a State 
Highway and advertised for proposals from local contractors ` 
to do the work. Messrs. Hill Brothers was the only proposal 
received and the contract was sublet to them on practically . 
the same terms as the selectmen assumed in their contract 
with the state and a suitable bond obtained from the con- 
tractors for the faithful performance of their obligation. 
Messrs. Hill Brothers have carried out their contract thus far 
to the satisfaction of the selectmen and the same has received 
the approval of the state officials. The lateness of. the season 
did not permit the full completion of the contract and the . 
surface will require more rolling this season but we have the 
assurance of a satisfactory completion of the contract. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The Highway surveyer having selected that section of 
No. Main street between Town Hall Square and Summer 
street as the location on which the macadam road should be 
built, the selectmen deemed it essential to a full and com- 


plete finish of the work that the sidewalk between Grove and 
Summer streets should be graded and curbed. One half of the 
expence of curbing and concreting this section of sidewalk 
will be borne by the abutters. 


SEWERAGE PURIFICATION. 


Concerning the pollution of the Blackstone river by the 
sewage from the city of Worcester and the means used by the 
city for its purification, your selectmen would say that an 
appointment was made, and we met Mayor Fletcher at his 
offiee. together with Superintendent of sewers Harrison P. 
Eddy, City Engineer Frederick SAS McClure, City Solictor 
Arthur P. Rugg and others, with these we visited some of the 
automatic intercepters by which the surplus water in heavy 
rains is allowed to pass into the river, but only during the 
high water. The separating sewers are completed and they 
care for all sewage except as above stated. We were then 
taken to the purification works and shown the manner of 
treatment there. To realize the amount of labor and amount 
‘of material handled there it is necessary to see it in all its 
"various parts, and the city officials said they would be pleased 
to have citizens of Millbury come and see for themselves how 
much is really being done to make the purification a success. 
They are adding to the number of filter beds and have room 
and plan to still farther inerease their facilties in this direc- 
tion at once having an abundance of fine gravel and sand for 
their construction. Asa result of our observations we arrive 
at the conclusion that although the river as it passes through 
our town at the present time is far from what we would wish 
it might be it must be very much improved from what it 
would be if there were no purification works, the bulk of the 
material that is taken out amounts to a great deal in a year, 
the effluent from the filter beds contains very little to fill or 
contaminate the stream. It would seem that all is being 
done that eould be expected under the present methods of 


treatment and perhaps in the future this may beimproved upon 
or another disposition made of it. altogether. If the town 


should think it necessary a more thorough and scientific in- ` 


spection might be had by employing professional engineers 
on sewerage &c. but at present to us it seems rather unneces- 
sary and would not reccomend it. We wish to acknowledge . 
the very courteous treatment received by us at the hands of 
Worcester representatives and the care and patience exhib- 
ited by them in the showing and explaining all the details of 
their works, and answering allinquires made in a perfectly 
gentlemanly manner making it a pleasure as well as a duty 
on the part of your selectmen. To any one interested more 
in the subject financially and otherwise, we would refer you 
to the annual reports of the Superintendent of sewers of Wor- 
cester, Harrison P. Eddy. |

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF MILLBURY: 


On the following pages will be found a detailed state- 
ment of the appropriation and expenditure of the highway 
surveyor. 

At the last annual meeting $2,000 was appropriated for 
the general repair of the streets. This money was expend- 
ed according to the best jude of the surveyor, upon 
such streets and in such places ,within the town limits, as 
seemed to him most advisable. 


At a special meeting, $1,500 was appropriated to buy 


crushed stone and hire a steam roller and use both for the 


improvement of such street or roads as to the surveyor 


seemed most advisable. ` ۱ 

As in all such cases, it is difficult to use the appropria- 
tion in such a manner as will please all parties, because 
each desires the particular benefit in or about his own prem- 
ises, or in his part of the town, but after much consideration 
of the entire subject your surveyor decided that for the best 
interest of the town the improvement of the west side of 
Main street was most advisable. 'l'his street, in former years, 
had been block-paved, in the center and on the east side by 
the Blackstone Valley Street Railway Company; this left 
the western side of the street, between the tracks of the Wor- 
cester Consolidatd Street Railway Company, and the side- 


walk in a very poor condition. This part of the street would 
have to be put in very good condition to render it as safe 
and convenient for travelling as the other side of the street. 
Another reason for deciding upon this particular location 
was that, so far as the probabilities can determine, this par- 
ticular part would be the last to be changed or altered by 
any subsequent changes of railroads or streets. It seemed 
certain that this appropriation should be spent upon some 
of the principal and most travelled streets of the town. The 
advices that your surveyor had, that the people of West 
Millbury would petition for a street railway from the Town 
Hall to West Millbury and the probability that their request 
would be granted decided the question as to whether it 
was advisable to spend any money on Elm street or Main 
street, Bramanville. If another railway track was put in, 
it would cause the tearing up of any macadam road that the 
town surveyor might have constructed. ۱ 
The balance of the appropriation was expended upon 
Providence street, in repairing and reconstructing a portion 
of the road between the car barn and the power house of 
the Blackstone Valley Street Railway Company. A different 
kind of road was there built, as an experiment in construct- 
ing a road where the foundation was damp and springy; 
and instead of using crushed stone, it was found cheaper, 
and at the same time more advisable, to use cobble stone, 
which was procured in the immediate vicinity, and this 
` method of constructing the street was adopted, after the 
consultation and approval of the State Highway Commis- 
sion. ۱ ۱ 
Your surveyor has endeavored to spend the appro- 
priation intrusted to his care in. a faithful manner, and al- 
ways looked toward the interest of the Town, rather than the 
interest of any particular individual or corporation.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of. Millbury:— 


We herewith submit our annual report for your in- 
spection and approval. In addition to a detailed statement 
of the school appropriations and expenditures it contains the 
reports of Superintendent Watson C. Lea and of John F. 
Roache, principal of the High School. At the present time 
the school buildings are in good repair and no special ap- 
propriation will be necessary for special repairs. We sug- 
gest, however, that at some time in the near future it may 
be.advisable to make some alterations in the High School 
building. At the present time a part of the lower floor is 
occupied as a furnace room and as a store room for fuel. 
If some addition were built on the north end of the High 
School building, or a small building erected near that end, 
the furnace or other heating apparatus might be there 
placed and the fuel could be there stored. This would give 
much additional needed room on the ground floor, and this 
could be used for additional class rooms which would very 
materially assist in the school work. This, however, is not 
a matter of pressing necessity, but is suggested by the com- 
mittee for the consideration of the citizens, and will be rec- 
ommended in the near future. The school committee and 
selectmen during the past year jointly agreed to elect a 
janitor for the Union and High School buildings and the 
Town Hall The plan was experimental, but so far has. 


* 
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proved very successful. Heretofore the janitor merely cared 
for the rooms and the fires, and was only present during the 
time when he was actually engaged in such work. Under 
the present system, the janitor gives his entire time to the 
town, and one particularly good result comes from this, in 
the fact that the janitor is present in and about the school. 
buildings during the whole time when the teachers and pu- 
pils are present. This enables him to protect the property 
and grounds from the playful and sometimes malicious mis- 
chief of children, and also gives the teachers the additional 
advantage of having a janitor in constant attendance. 


Owing to the resignation of C. S. Lyman, who has sat- 
isfactorily filled the office of superintendent for the past nine 
years, it was necessary to elect another to succeed him. 
The school committees of Oxford, Dudley and Millbury 
constitute a joint committee. One of the duties of this 
committee is to elect the superintendent of schools for the 
district. There were about 40 applicants for the position 
caused by Mr. Lyman’s resignation, and in order that the 
relative merits of the different applicants might be carefully 
considered, a sub-committee of three, consisting of one 
member from each town, was appointed by the joint com- 
mittee to consider the various applicants and report to the 
full committee the names of such applicants as the sub- 
committee consideredl competent to assume the duties of 


superintendent of schools. Five names were reported to 
the joint committee, and after a careful consideration of the 53 
conditions, qualifications and previous education and eg? 


perience, it was unanimously voted to elect Mr. Watson | 
C. Lea. Since the beginning of the school year in Sep- SS 
tember, Mr. L,ea has pursued his duties with enthusiasm and | 
vigor, and is fast overcoming the difficulties which every 
man experiences when acceptng a new position. 


For some reason, which to the committee is un- 


accountable, there seems to be no average number 1n the 
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upper grades; one year a certain grade will have but a few 
pupils, and the next year it may have three or four times the 
number of the previous year, and for that reason it some- 
times happens that it is difficult to accommodate the large 
number of pupils without changing them from one building 
to another. We realize that it is unfortunate for us to be 
obliged to change the associations and early companion- 
ship formed by school children, and it would be the’ last 
thing that we wou!d do if other action could be taken with- 
out unwarranted and unreasonable expense. ` We will have 
to pursue in the future the same policy that we have adopt- 
ed in the past in regard to the transferring of pupils from 
the Unions School to the Providence Street School, and visa 
versa. It has been, and will be, our object to equalize, as 
neariy as possible, the number of pupils which will be under 
the supervision of a single teacher. From time to time con- 
ditions will change and we must meet the varying condi- 
tions with such expedients as to our judgment are best 
suited for the better promotion of the health and education 
of the children under our charge. 


During the past year the schools have ASE satisfac- 
tory work, and have steadily travelled the onward path of 
improvement. Everything has been done within the limits 
of our appropriation to enable the schools to inaintain the 
high standard of excellency which they have reached. ` Mu- 
tual co-operation of the school committee, superintendent 
and the teachers has been our policy. The teachers have 
been elected after examination as to their qualifications, and 
we congratulate ourseives and the town, that we have been 
very successful in securing the services of so many efficient 
and faithful teachers, who are now teaching our school 
children. 


We invite all honest criticism as to our methods and 
policies, and will readily and willingly change our views 
when other views are presented which will operate for the

Gentlemen :— Below is given the twelfth annual report 
of a Millbury superintendent of schools, the first report of 
your present superintendent. There is a brief account of 
what has been done since my coming last August, together 
with suggestions as to what should be undertaken the com- 
ing year. . The reports of principal of high school and of 
the special teachers of drawing and music are given ; also the 
usual statistics. |

it was thought best at the Dro ot the year. to use 
the old course of study untii experience should suggest de- 
sirable changes.’ A good way to keep a course of study up . 
to date is to attack not more than one or two subjects each 
year; e. g., language, reading or history, and work them out 
in dab This should be done with the co-operation of all 
the teachers. ‘ 

Since last September a beginning has been made in im- 
proving the course in language and composition. An up-to- 
date text-book has been adopted for the fifth and sixth 
grades. This should be put into the fourth grade as soon 
as money becomes available. The subject of spelling has 
been under consideration, and recommendations will shortly 
be made. Es PEER ie 
In the hope of gaining time for the child during the 
first year of learning to read, we have this year,as ane - © 
periment, introduced the Gordon Comprehensive System of 
Teaching Reading in Grade L, at the Burbank School. The 
results have been very interesting and warrant the continu- ` 
ance of the work with a complete set of the books. It is 
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believed that children of foreign parentage can by such 
means be greatly aided in mastering the difficulties of our 
language. The same method has been tried this year with 
most satisfactory results, in the town of Dudley. 


During the coming vear careful stock should be taken 
of all the reading matter in the different grades, a well- 
rounded course in literature and history worked out, and 
more books supplied in sets. At present we have single 
copies of many excellent books, but not enough for class use. 


My predecessor, Mr. Lyman, had begun the introduc- 
tion of a series of modern arithmetics. ‘The work has been 
carried forward this year, several sets having been bought 
for different class-rooms. More should be purchased the 
coming year. 


The Speer method of teaching numbers to beginners 
was begun at Burbank School during the latter part of the 
year 1901-1902. This has been continued the present year, 
with very gratifying results. Miss Sears reports a degree 
of progress not usually attained without a much greater ex- 
penditure of time ünder the old way. The necessary ma- 
terial has been purchased for the Union building. 


With the help of the principals of the various buildings 
a new system of reports has been devised. It is hoped that 
this may aid in promoting closer relations between the home 
and the school. ۱ 

This matter of close acquaintance with school affairs 
on the part of every citizen is of the last importance. Most 
of us believe "that if free institutions are to be successful on 
this continent public affairs inust be every man's affairs; to 
this teaching must also be added the inevitable corollary 
that educational matters are to be forwarded and cared for, 
not by a small circle of professional teachers, but by the 


whole body of citizens, men and women alike. 
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“The details of instruction and organization must be left 
to experts, but education 1s always and everywhere the fore- 
most question. *.:* * * If this country can do wise 
and well for all its citizens in their education development, 
it can face the future with entire serenity." 


The subject of a teacher's professional library has been 
broached, and it is hoped that during the coming year a be- 
ginning will be made in collecting suitable books. Within 
the last five or six years the literature of teaching has in- 
creased greatly; many books by experts are now available. 

Three books that every one interested in modern edu- 
cational aims and methods should read are, President Nich- 
olas Murray Butler's “The Meaning of Education"; Dr. 
John Dewey's “The School and Society," and President 
Charles W. Eliot's *Educational Reform." 
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DRAWING. 


The work in drawing this year has been developed along 
two main lines, the industria! and the aesthetic. The chil- 
dren have taken great interest imn, the work. ‘This is evi- 
denced not only by careful and faithful effort in school hours, 
but by frequent volunteer work outside of school hours. A 
beginning in mechanical drawing has been made in the high 
school. 


It may not be out of place to here briefly give the ac- 
count of the success in drawing of one of the pupils in the 
Union schools: ۱ 

A contest was open to all grammar school pupils of 
United States. Between 400 and 500 drawings were sub- 
mitted. The first prize was won by a girl in Vermont, the 
second by a girl in South Dakota, and Proctor Adams of 
Millbury stood third. ۱ 


The prizes were offered by the Arts and Crafts Magazine, , 


issued by the Worcester Guild; one of the judges was our 
state supervisor of drawing, Mr. Henry T. Bailey. 
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Millbury is to be congratulated on the good beginning 
which has been made in the art education of her children. 
In this department of education we Americans have much 
to learn from the French. It is said on good authority 
[Carl S. Vrooman in The Outlook, Jan. 24, 1903] that 
while American industries have competed successfully with 
the English and the German, they have made almost no 
headway at all in competition with the French. This is be- 
cause the artistic element is the very life of French industry. 
There art is not for the rich alone, but for all. 


The child in France learns to draw in the kindergarten, 
and this training is continued as long as he goes to school. 
Such systematic artistic education and development will be 
needed for several generations in American elementary and 
high schools before we can hope to compete with France in 
the markets of the world. 


The following 1s a more definite and detailed report of 
the work by Mrs. Greeley:

The inclosed outline gives briefly the courses which the 
teachers and pupils interested in Industrial Drawing have en- 
- deavored to use in the Millbury schools during the year end- 

- ing March 1, 1903: 


In the High School :— 
I. Mechanical and Geometric Drawing. 
2. Interior Perspective. 
3. Charcoal Work, from casts and models. 
4. Theory of Design. 


In the Grades :— 3 
I. Representation, of plant forms and models. 
2. Color Study. 
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3. Working Drawing, and use of ruler. 
4. Leaf and flower. perspective. 
5. Constructive Design. 


The work which we plan for the children changes from 
year to year, and becomes a thing to be determined by the 
child to be developed with him as he develops. 1۶ 1s not 


enough to see that it reacts favorably along both mental and - 


physical lines. 


We should see from what needs it springs, what social 
values, what intellectual nutriment it brings to the child, 


which cannot be conveyed, as well in any other way. , Just so _ 


far as it supplies something which is necessary for his future 


social life, and makes him conscious of his powers, and the 


variety of uses to which they can be put has it a place 1n the 
present school curriculum. A careful study of the principles 
upon which the work is invited, that criticism of much 


which seems merely an innovation may be turned to 


approval.

MUSIC. 


It is but trite to say that the greatest end of education 
is character. Among the means of attaining this end none 


is more worthy or more potent than the art of music. It 


has been said that no ignoble thought can be expressed 


through its medium. To those who know and love thé 
great tone poems and epics of the world, no part of their 


mental and spiritual equipment 1s more precious. ` 


The children of Millbury have begun to enter upon 


their musical inheritance; they are learning to sing, and, 
what is better, they are jene to sing good music. 
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Miss Laird's report: given below tells of the progress of 
the year: 


MR. W. C. LEA, 


Superintendent of Schools, Millbury, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—Progress in music has been one thing we 
have aimed at this year. Faithful work and therefore good 
results have been attained. 


Stress has been laid on purity of tone Pa special atten- 
tion has been given to vocalizing. The syllables of the scale 
are used as a help, but their aid is thrown aside as soon as 
maybe and oné syllable or vowel is substituted. 


A few weeks ago I saw some very interesting music. 
work in two large towns. In one of. these the syllables 
"do-re-mi," &c., were not used at all, but the one syllable 
"loo," instead, and purer tones I never heard before. In 
the other town where the scale syllables were used, the work 
didn't compare at all favorably with the standard in the town 
first mentioned. As I have observed, the different classes 
this year in Millbury I have noticed that in nearly all the 
schools the pupils are singing much more softly and purely 
than a year ago, and best of all they seem to realize it them- 
selves and try hard for well-prepared lessons. Individual 
work has been continued and occasionally we vary a lesson 
by letting the pupils ask each other questions concerning the 
lesson, and they are intelligently put and helpful to the class. 

In one of the schools where a division of the lesson has 
to be made, one of the older pupils conducts the lower 
division, with helps and suggestions from the regular teach- 
er and myself. She has proved very efficient and I wish to 
recognize her faithful efforts. 

Along with our music, we are studying the lives of 
some of the great composers, as wé take up some song they 
have written, and though the time which we can give to this ` 
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is necessarily brief, still our glimpse of these masters and 
some knowledge of their compositions 1s an inspiration and 
pleasure to us. We shall not consider the little time which 
is given to this lost, if it makes us ambitious to pursue our 
, knowledge further as time goes on. 


The High School pupils are using a new song-book 
this year, and much benefit is being derived therefrom. 

We are always glad tc see visitors and let them judge 
for themselves of the work, as we cannot adequately de- 
scribe with pen what music really is and does for our schools, 
and, later, for our whole life.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The work of the High School has, under an efficient 
corps of teachers, gone steadily and successfully forward. 
There has been a small increase in the equipment of the 
physics department; quite a number of new books, both 
text and reference, have been bought for the school, 
especially for the department of English. The subject of 
debating has begun to receive attention, and much interest 
has been developed. This interest should be encouraged. 
For the future citizen of our republic no training is more val- 
uable. Classical maps for the study of Latin, and for Greek 
and Roman History are needed. 

It has been suggested, and rightly, that the Latin , 
course and the English course should be made more nearly 
equal in difficulty than they are at present. As it now stands 
the two courses are aitiost identical, except that students 
of Latin take that subject for four years over and above the 
studies that are required to complete the English course. 


Te 7 ek Leed 
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These two courses should, if the present teaching force will 
admit of it, be made equal in point of time required to 
complete them. 


Probably the two most serious weaknesses in the pres- 
ent courses are to be found on the sides of science and his- 


tory. Certain short and necessarily scrappy courses in 
science should be dropped in order to strengthen the more 
important ones in that department. It is believed that 


courses as short as 12 weeks should be avoided, in the in- 
terest of thoroughness. Twenty weeks—one-half year— 
` should be the minimum for any study. 


At present we have but two rather meagre courses in 
history: one in Ancient History (Greek and Roman), run- 
ning three periods per week through the year, and one in 
English History of but two periods per week. Nothing at 
all is provided in American History. "This should be rem- 
edied if possible. The students of our high schools are the 
future leaders of the community and often of the state. 
They should not be asked to graduate without the oppor- 
tunity of studying the social, political and economic devel- 
opment of their own country in a deeper and more reflective 
way than was possible in the grammar school. 


The present courses in history should be strengthened, 
and a course in American History given the seniors. 


The difficult subjects of geometry and physics should, 
if possible, be transferred from the sophomore year to the 
junior and senior years, respectively, where stronger work 
may be expected. ‘The time allotted for algebra in the first 
year should be extended to a year and a half. 


It is possible that with the present force of teachers not 
all desirable changes can be made, but by a judicious weed- 
ing out of short courses and rearrangement of others much 
can be accomplished. | 


To properly carry on the science work of the school an 
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additional teacher should ere long be provided. ‘The last 
report of your former superintendent points out the need . 
of chemistry in our curriculum. If the extra teacher cannot - 


be provided for the coming year, at least more laboratory . 
room should be arranged for on the lower floor. 


For a more complete account of what has been done in . 


the High School the past year you are referred to the re- 
port of Principal Roache. 

It is recommended that the appropriation for books and. 
supplies be not less than the sum appropriated last year— 
$1,100. 79 

In closing, your superintendent desires to express his 


appreciation of the efficient and worthy work done by his 


predecessor, Mr. Cassius S. Lyman, to whom is due in very ` 

great measure the credit of bringing the Millbury schools 

to their present excellent condition. He also wishes to 

thank the committee and teachers for their unfailing cour- 

tesy and patience with him while entering upon his new 

work. | | !
